Falsely Imprisoned 


For Six Years 


Yesterday afternon 
Governor-elect 


John Sparks received a telegram from 
Boise City, Idaho, stating that Jack 
Davis, better known 'as "Dtampndfleld 
Jack" has been pardoned from 
the 


penitentiary of that State and was 
a free man. 


Over six years ngo Davis was ac- 


cused of having killed a man in Idaho, 
and after a tedious trial was convict- 
ed and sentenced to be hanged. The 
case was carried through all the courts 
of Idaho and the United States and 
Davis was finally sentenced to State's 
prison for life. 


Previous to the alleged killing Davis 


had been In 
the

Sparks for about two months and sev- 
ered hia connections with him three 
weeks before he was arrested or rath- 
er before the crime for which he has
